ADRIAN MATHIS 

ADRIAN MATHIS, 4212 Taft Road, Kenosha, advised Special Agents CLARK 
E. LOVRIEN and RICHARD C. THOMPSON on May 2, 1958, that he met the 
Subject for the first time just after MATHIS had had an accident with his 
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Cadillac El Dorado and was considering the possibility of 
buying a Continental. MATHIS said it was difficult to place 
the time exactly without reference to records, but it was in 
about April, 1956. MATHIS said that he went to the Klein 
Ldncoln-Mercury Agency and traded in his Cadillac for his 
Continental which he later found was financed by Commercial 
Credit at the time he bought it. MATHIS said tfcefc the Subject 
did not deliver a title to him immediately and failed to 
explain that the reason therefor was that car was encumbered 
and a clear title could not be conveyed. MATHIS said that 
he drove the car for some time and then learned that Commercial 
Credit had a lien on it. MATHIS said that Commerical Credit 
repossessed, the car when Klein Lincoln-Mercury failed to pay 
Comer cial Credit. He said that as a result he is out about 
$7,000 and he feels he has grounds to sue the Subject for fraud. 


MATHIS stated that shortly after he met KLEIN, the 
latter proposed setting up a corporation in Milwaukee for 
conducting a heating business. MATHIS said that Subject had 
learned that MATHIS was experienced in this field, having worked 
very successfully for a number of years for the Holland Furnace 
Company.

enhanced the quality of the information produced? 

The selective approach is believed to have enhanced 
the quality of information, although all ©f the top hoodlums under 
investigation in- the Milwaukee Division are of but local significance 
inclusive of the hoodlum selected for intensified coverage. Thus, 
while the quality of the information has improved, it has related 
principally to local activity. 

2. Question: Has it intensified the coverage among the selected 

hoodlums in reference to their activities? 


The selective approach has intensified coverage of 
the activities of the one local top hoodlum chosen for such handling. 

3. Question: Has the development of criminal informants and sources 

in your territory been carefully evaluated and 
developed in connection with this program? 

From the inception of this program the basic 
objective has been the development of criminal informants and sources 
of the quality that will be in a position to provide reliable crim- 
inal intelligence information on a continuing basis. The progress 
has been constantly followed and evaluated in an effort to improve 
both quality and quantity of such informants and sources.

4. Question: Have you utilized the Top Hoodlum Program as a means 

to develop informants of the type needed in order to 
penetrate the so-called upper echelon among the 
criminal element in your territory? If the selectivity 
has not brought about the degree of penetrativeness 
which is desired, what recommendations do you have 
which Will accomplish this objective? 

The Top Hoodlum Program has been utilized as the 
principal vehicle for the development of the type of informants 
that can penetrate tfte so-called elite of the criminal element in the 
Milwaukee Division . While the top hoodlums in the division are of 
local significance rather than national in importance, no less effort 
has been made under the program to penetrate their activities to the 
best possible extent. 

5. Question: What steps have you taken in the event the above 

program is not effective, to penetrate the activities 
and ascertain the extent of the operations of the 
criminal element in your territory, among the top 
hoodlums? 

It is felt that in the Milwaukee Division the Top 
Hoodlum Program has been effective in determining the nature of the 
activities of the hoodlums located therein, even though their 
importance is not national in scope. 

6. Question: Are you in a position to state that your coverage is 

effective to the extent that you will be advised of 
and aware of a situation such as the Apalaehin meeting, 
in the event such occurred in your territory? 

After searching consideration of the many aspects 
involved in this question, and after careful deliberation on the 
part of myself and all Special Agents having assignments under the 
program, we are confident that our coverage will provide advance 
knowledge of any meeting such as the Apalaehin meeting which might 
be scheduled to be held within the Milwaukee Division. 

7. Question: What informants have you developed who are in a 

position to give you the kind of information which 
is necessary if the Bureau is to be alert to the 
criminal operations of the top hoodlums and 
racketeers in your territory and the country?

Through these informants information concerning travel 
plans of local top hoodlums can be obtained on a continuing basis. 
This would include travel by air, rail, other common carrier, -as 
well as by automobile , Individuals with whom Milwaukee local 
top hoodlums are in contact can be identified to a great extent in 
this manner and information concerning events, visitors, etc,,, at 
their places of residence can also emanate from these sources . Some 
of those listed above are business associates and/or employees of 
some Milwaukee top hoodlums, and information can be expected from 
them concerning legitimate as well as illegitimate business 
activities o Several of the listed informants can provide on a 
continuing basis general criminal intelligence information.

LEGITIMATE ENTERPRISES 


Scrap Metal and Industrial Salvage Business 

On September 25, 1958, the Subject was Interviewed at his office 
at 1625 West Canal Street by SAs ROBERT M. FAUNTLEROY and RICHARD 
C . THOMPSON , at which time he stated he continues to make his 
living in the scrap metal and industrial salvage business, and 
he operates from that address under the trade style Klein 
Industrial Salvage. It was apparent from the premises that the | 
Subject was so engaged. 

Subject was again interviewed by SAs CLARK E. LOVRIEN and RICHARD 
C. THOMPSON on October 29, 1958, at the same address, at which 
time he stated that he gained his livelihood from the scrap 
metal and industrial salvage business and continues to do business 
with large industrial firms in Milwaukee who sell their industrial 
scrap to him. He also said that he bids on factories that go 
out of business and continues to buy machines, etc, which he in 
turn sells, usually in smaller lots to industrial buyers. 

Beer Distributorship 

On September 25, 1958, Subject advised SAs ROBERT M, FAUNTLEROY 
and RICHARD C. THOMPSON that he had contemplated establishing a 
beer distributorship for a cheap beer manufactured by Foxhead 
Brewery of Waukesha, Wisconsin. Subject stated that the 
Eulberg Brewery at Portage, Wisconsin, had closed, but Eulberg 
beer was still being made by Foxhead Brewery, although this 
was not generally known. Subject said that he understood that 
he could buy Eulberg beer at a price low enough so that it 
could be sold at wholesale for about $1.90 a case. Subject 
said that he had given consideration to distributing Eulberg 
beer under that name or whatever name or label either he or his 
customers might desire. Subject said, however, that he looked 
around and made inquiries and came to the conclusion that 
"off-brand" beers do not sell in the Milwaukee area. Subject 
said that for this reason he had not established a beer 
distributorship. 
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Pink Glove Bar, Operated Under License Issued to Subject 's 
Brother, MARVIN KLEIN , 


Milwaukee T-l advised on September 22, 1958, that the Subject 
and his brother MARVIN had taken two partners into the 
operation of the Pink Glove which had become a hangout for 
homosexuals. Informant said that he understood that the 
KLEINs retained 50 per cent interest in the business and the 
new partners were given a 50 per cent interest in the bar. 
Informant also said that there was a rumor that FRANK BALISTRIERI 
alleged head of the Italian -American group, sometimes called the 
syndicate, had acquired a small interest in the KLEINS' share 
of the Pink Glove. 

Milwaukee T-2 advised on September 22, 1958, that two men 
from Chicago purchased a half interest in the Pink Glove 
which remained in the name of MARVIN KLEIN as licensee. 

Informant said that these men were alleged to be homosexuals who 
had converted the bar to a "fag joint.” 

Milwaukee T-3 advised on September 23, 1958, that it appeared 
to him that FRANK BALISTRIERI, previously mentioned, had some 
interest in the Pink Glove since BALISTRIERI had sent a man 
over there to check the cash register and, on one occasion, 
to more or less take charge of the place, 

Milwaukee T-4 advised on October 25, 1958, that Milwaukee 
authorities had ordered the Pink Glove to close because of 
irregularities. Informant said that the fact that the Pink 
Glove was a hangout for homosexuals was no doubt the basis 
for the closing order. 

On October 29, 1958, the Subject advised SAs CLARK E. LQVRIEN 
and RICHARD C. THOMPSON that he had authorised his brother 
MARVIN to turn the Pink Glove into a hangout for homosexuals 
in the hope of improving business and in view of the fact that 
the place had been losing money. Subject said that sometime 
ago he was in Ch icago and had dinner with the son of a Mil waukee 
auctioneer named | . I — Subject said that I I 

introduced a. friend named | |©n that occasion. Subject 

said that | and a friend recently came to Milwaukee 

for the purpose of buying into a tavern, but were unable to do 
so because they had not lived in Milwaukee long enough to 
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establish residence. Subject said that he was advised that 
I l and his friend could, by turning a tavern into a 

hangout for homosexuals, increase business tremendously. 

Subject further stated that he thereupon considered the 
unfavorable business situation at the Pink Glove and came 
to an agreement with I l and his friend with a view 

of giving them a free hand in the management of the place 
with the understanding that they could make it attractive 
to homosexuals. Subject sai d that he g ave his brother 
MARVIN the a uthority to hire I l and his friend as 

managers and I Jguaranteed that the business would 

increase. Subject said that during the first week under the 
new arrangement, the tavern took in $1,800 which, considering 
its size and overhead costs, was a stupendous amount of money. 
Subject said that business continued at a brisk pace thereafter 
until the police took steps to have it closed. 


Subject said that the police recommended to the license 
Committee of the City Council that MARVIN’S license be revoked 
and the Pink Glove was given a short time to close its doors. 
Subject said that he could have avoided this situation if 
he had paid off the right people, but he had made no attempt 
to do so. He refused to say to whom he could have made such 
payments. He only pointed out that the Riviera, a competitive 
"fag joint” continued to operate without official interference. 
Subject said that as a result MARVIN intends to go into the 
car business and is looking about for a buyer for th e Pink 
Glove, He said tha t a Milwaukee ta vern keeper named I I 

is negotiating with I I for a loa n to make the 

purchase. Subject also said that I land his friend 

never had a financial interest in the Pink Glove and he denied 
that FRANK BALISTRIERI had any interest in it whatsoever. 


The Milwaukee Journal for November 11, 1958, reported that 
the City Council had voted to permit MARVIN KLEIN to 
voluntarily surrender his tavern license for the Pink Glove 
rather than proceed with revocation as recommended by Chief 
Of Police HOWARD JOHNSON. 
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FRANK BALISTRIERI and The Italian-American Group, Sometimes 
Called the Syndicate. 

On September 25, 1958, Subject advised SAs ROBERT XI. FAUNTLEROY 
and RICHARD C. THOMPSON that FRANK BALISTRIE2I had no interest 
in the Pink Glove Bar operated under the license of MARVIN 
KLEIN ♦ Subject stated on this occasion that BALXSTRIERI and 
the Italian-Amerieaa group, sometimes called the syndicate, 
were in bad financial condition. He said that "they couldn’t 
raise a quarter between them,” He said that this group of 
hoodlums knew that they were being watched by the FBI and 
were doing nothing illegal whatsoever . He said that Milwaukee 
was quiet in so far as crime was concerned. He further said 
that the alleged syndicate, referred to above, amounts to 
nothing as they have neither money nor power. 

On September 26, 1958, records of the clerk of the civil 
court for Milwaukee County were reviewed and it was ascertained 
that Case Number A-363-945, Judgement Docket V36P345, pertains 
to a judgement in the amount of $754,96 which was entered on 
June 12, 1958, by the City of Milwaukee against MARVIN KLEIN 
for non-payment of personal property tax plus damages and 
coste for the year 1956, It was also ascertained that Case 
— NtUSSser A-371-108, Judgement Docket V86411, pertains to a 
judgement entered on July 3, 1958, by the City of Milwaukee 
against MARVIN KLEIN for 1957 personal property tax plus 
damages and costs in the amount of $1642,08, 

Both of the judgements referred to above relate to taxes on 
vending machines, according to the records. 


On September 26, 1958, personal property 

assessor, made availab le l 9 bb records 1 relating to MARVIN 
KLEIN which disclosed that he was assessed on 17 phonographs 
(juke boxes) with records an d 21 games, The 1957 record 
made available by I I disclosed MARVIN KLEIN was 

assessed on 45 phonographs pl us records and 22 games. The 
1958 record made available by I I disclosed that MARVIN 

KLEIN will be assessed on 45 phonographs and 27 games. It 
was noted on the work sheet made out in connection with the 
1958 assessment that the phonographs and games in question 
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had been transferred to | 1, no address given, on 

July 1, 19o3, according to information furnished by FRANK 
BALISTRIERI whose connection with the matter was not clear 
to the assessors office. In fact, a 3pace reserved for a 
statement of his connection with this natter was filled only 
with a question mark. 

On October 29, 1958, Subject advised SAs CLARK E* LOVRIEN and 
RICHARD C. THOMPSON that he was cognisant of the fact that his 
brother had Judgements in the amount of approximately $2,400.00 
filed against him for personal property taxes on Juke boxes 
and coin machines. Subject said this tax was being paid and 
it was nobody’s business why the Judgements were filed against 
his brother MARVIN. Subject said that MARVIN got into this 
’’Jam” because of him, the Subject. Subject said that the 
boxes were property of MARVIN, but when told it was evident 
that they were the property of FRANK BALISTRIERI, he did not 
deny this* Subject would offer no explanation for the fact 
that MARVIN may have been used as a front by FRANK BALISTRIERI. 

On this occasion Subject said that FRANK BALISTRIERI was in 
bad financial condition and would be ”at the end of his rope” 
in six months to a year. Subject said that only a favorable 
settlement with the City of Milwaukee relative to a lease 
held by BALISTRIERI on the Roosevelt Hotel, which is being 
condemned in connection with a building program, could save 
BALISTRIERI financially. Subject said that BALISTRIERI 
’’borrows from Peter to pay Paul ; " that is, he takes the income 
from one of his enterprises to pay off the debts of another. 
Subject said he assumed that this is the manner in which 
'BALISTRIERI has obtained money to remodel the property known 
as the Tradewinds which is now being renamed "Gallaghers , ” 
Subject said that he personally suggested to BALISTRIERI that 
ho give the place an Irish name and ’’keep his Italian friends 
out of the place so as not to discourage business.” Subject 
further stated that FRANK BALISTRIERI wants very badly to be 
head of the syndicate in Milwaukee and surrounds himself with 
a worthless bunch of Italian associates, all of whom are 
leeches, who help him spend his money* Subject said that 
BALISTRIERI, being a small man physically, has a complex which 
drives him to try to be a big nan. Subject said that 
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BALISTRIERI wants to be a night club impresario and will 
not give up tavern and night club enterprises even though 
they are financial failures. Subject further stated that 
he regarded the ’•syndicate*’ in Milwaukee as a misnomer , as 
the co called syndicate has no significance and accomplishes 
nothing. Subject said that in other cities syndicates have 
money pools from which members can draw funds to start various 
ventures, but BAUSTBIERI ’s group is ’’broke.” Subject 
said that the so called syndicate is not engaged in anything 
illegal at the present time to his knowledge. lie said that 
they knew that they were being investigated by the FBI. 

AUGUST MASIACI 

On October 20, 1053, Subject advised SAs CLARA E. L07RIEN 
and RICHARD C, THOMPSON that he was acquainted with AUGUST 
MANIACI and had known him over a period of years. Subject 
said that MANIACI is currently in very bad financial 
condition. Subject said that MANIACI is a good chef, is 
likeable, and gets along well with customers and therefore 
can make money in a restaurant or bar; but his downfall lies 
in the fact that he is unable to handle money and should never 
be permitted to engage in the managing of a business. ALE IN 
said that the money that MANIAC! mako3 he subsequently spends 
on betting on racing and sport events. 


THOMAS PISCITELLO, aka Tommy Fish 

Subject advised SAs CLARA E. LOVIIIEN and RICHARD C. THOMPSON 
on October 29, 1953, that TOMMY FISH, who used to wora for 
the Subject as a car salesman and who currently runs a bar 
known as the Doll House, fancies himself to be a ’’tough guy" 
and likes to be referred to as being the ’’muscle. ” Subject 

said, however, that he regards FISH as a man of very li±±l£ 

consequen ce . Subject said that ho heard that FISH and| 

I I who is currently awaiting trial in Milwaukee County 

for | [ tried to soli a diamond ring during the past 

summer, Subject said that this was rumored to bo part of 
the loot from the Volpano house burglary. Subject said that 
he was personally given the first offer of the ring, although 
he denied that he had ever had any contact with RICHARDS and 
refused to state who had made overtures to him concerning the 
ring. Subject said he heard that the ring Y?as offered to about 
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fifty people in Milwaukee, some of whom called him, the Subject, 
who counseled them to have nothing to do v^ith it* The 
Subject said that the hoodlum element circulated a rumor, 
which they apparently believed, that the ring was planted 
by the FBI in an effort to convict any person who may buy it. 

ADRIAN MATHIS 


Milwaukee T -5 advised on September 16, 195S, 1:hat he recalled 
ADRIAN MATHIS who formerly worked for the Holland furnace Company 
and worked with the Subject in the Continental Heating Company 
in Milwaukee for a time in 1956. Informant said that he 
recalled that MATHIS left Continental Heating Company suddenly* 
Informant farther stated that he heard that MATHIS is now 
divorced and is permanently located in Chicago, Illinois with 
the Holland Furnace Company. 

CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES 


On September 25, 1953, the Subject advised SAs ROBERT M. 
FAUNTLEROY and RICHARD C. THOMPSON that in his lifetime he 
had gotten to know a lot of people, many of whom were of 
questionable reputation. He said that on numerous occasions 
he had been approached by fences (not by burglars) to buy 
jewelry which he believed was stolen. He said some of these 
calls came to him from Chicago, but he refused to identify 
the people in question* Subject said that there was a tine 
when he was interested in buying jewelry* He said that he 
heard that a considerable amount of jewelry had been taken 
in the Aedfield burglary at Reno, Nevada, by several Milwaukee 
men some years ago. Subject said that he knew the burglars 
including JOHN TRILIEGI , but he never obtained any information 
indicating that the jewelry came to Milwaukee and the jewelry 
was never offered to him. Subject said that TRILIEGI let 
people believe that he had some of the burglary loot hidden 
away and, after he got out of prison, he obtained several 
thousand dollars, hundred dollars at a time from people in 
Milwaukee on strength of their belief that he would some day 
come up with the loot and reward them personally for their 
loans. Subject said that TRILIEGI has never come up with a 
nickel and Subject does not believe that he over had any 
jewelry hidden away. 
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On October 29, 1958, the Subject advised SAs CLARK E. LOVRIEN 
and RICHARD C, THOMPSON that he had been offered jewelry on 
numerous occasions in past years, but he stated that only on 
one occasion had he ever purchased a batch of stolen jewelry. 
He refused to say when this was or to identify either the 
people or the jewelry in question.

On October 6, 1958, Milwaukee T-6 advised that[ 


Informant stated that Subject was an agressive businessman and 
a hard worker who may have run close to the border line of the 
law.

On Kay 14* 1959, III 2-2 stated that he had heard nothing 
indicating that the subject was engaged in illegal activities 
or that the subject was currently In touch with the hoodlum 
element in Milwaukee , 

On April 15, 1959, IE 2-3 stated that he had been In contact 
with the subject at the latter’s salvage yard but had learned 
nothing to indicate that the subject was engaged in criminal 
activities or that ho was associating with the hoodlum element 
since his marriage. On May 23* 1959, this informant stated 
that he had developed nothing further regarding the subject 
and had actually not seen tho subject in downtown Milwaukee 
since the latter’s marriage. 

On May 21* 1959, IE 2-4 stated that ho had developed no 
information Indicating that tho subject was engaged in 
criminal activities at this time. Informant said that the 
subject was apparently not associating with the Italian 
hoodlum element in Milwaukee to any noticeable degree, as 
he had made no observations along this line. 

On May 26* 1959, IE 17-5 stated that since subject’s marriage, 
no information had been developed indicating that tho subject 
was engaging in illegal activities or associating with 
hoodlums , 

On Juno 2, 1959, IE 2-6 stated that ho had developed no 
information indicating criminal activity on the part of the 
subject or current association with hoodlums.
